In the genus Paraphlomis 11 species hitherto have been known, among 
which 5 are found in China. With 2 additional new species, which are descri- 
bed in this paper, there are altogether 6 species and 1 vareity occurring in this 
country. The 2 new species are P. biflora, discovered in Pa-hsien, Szechuan, 
and P. lutienensis found in Lutien-hsien of Kweichow Province. All the species 
growing in this country are enumerated and a key to them is appended in 
this paper.
